PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I960. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight.  This  figure  shows  a decrease  of  forty-three  on  the  figure  for  1959? 
but  even  so  the  birth  rate  for  this  district  expressed  as  per  thousand 
population  is  considerably  higher  than  for  the  county  as  a whole,  and  also 
higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  one  stillbirth 
and  there  were  six  infant  deaths.  No  mother  died  as  the  result  of  childbirth* 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight, 
a decrease  of  twenty-five  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  This  figure 
is  well  above  the  National  average  and  is  most  probably  due  to  the  large 
number  of  elderly  people  living  in  the  district.  Twenty-seven  persons  died 
of  cancer  and  sixty-four  persons  died  of  heart  and  circulatory  diseases. 

Eight  persons  met  accidental  deaths  and  six  persons  died  of  tuberculosis. 

This  is  the  highest  figure  of  deaths  caused  by  tuberculosis  for  many  years. 

Forty-six  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  one  case  of  scarlet  fever 
and  seven  cases  of  dysentery.  There  were  five  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  - 
all  being  over  the  age  of  thirty  years. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  will 
be  found  in  the  ensuing  pages  which  include  a section  prepared  by  Mr.  D.G. 
Bowen,  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector. 
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No  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  The 
demand  for  Council  houses  remains  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be 
able  to  resume  its  building  policy  during  the  coming  year.  Progress  was 
made  on  the  Llanbadarn  Fawr  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme.  The 
completion  of  this  scheme  will  be  a great  step  forward  in  safeguarding  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area. 

I wish  to  thank  you  as  a Council  for  the  interest  which  you  show  in 
Public  Health  matters.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


In  addition  to  the  general  medical  services  provided  by  registered 

medical  practitioners  the  following  ancillary  services  are  provided  by  the 

local  health  authority: - 

(a)  An  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinic  is  held  fortnightly  at  Aberystwyth. 

In  those  areas  not  readily  accessible  from  Aberystwyth,  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice  from  their  own  doctors. 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  the  following  centres: 
Taliesin,  Borth  and  Llanbadarn,  and  weekly  at  .aberystwyth. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses 
who  are  also  State  Certified  Midwives. 

(d)  One  health  visitor  covers  the  northern  half  of  the  district  and  another 
the  southern  half. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former 
and  partly  by  the  person1 s own  medical  attendant. 

(g)  Ho  ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  Rural  District.  The  headquarters  of  the 
ambulance  service  axe  situated  in  Aberystwyth  from  which  four  ambulances 
operate. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the 
district  nurse.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the 
Chest  Physician’s  own  health  visitor. 

(i)  Home  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally. 

(j)  Family  Planning  clinics  axe  held  twice  a month  at  the  Out  Patients 
Department  of  the  Aberystwyth  General  Hospital.  These  clinics  are  run 
by  a voluntary  organization.

1.  HOUSING  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  Council  continued  to  make  discretionary  grants  towards  the  cost  of 
house  improvements.  A number  of  standard  grants  were  also  approved  under 
the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  act,  1958,  and  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  act,  1959. 

Sixty-five  houses  were  inspected  prior  to  the  submission  of  detailed  plans 
of  the  proposed  improvements. 

Fifty-four  inspections  were  made  of  works  in  progress  at  dwellings  where 
grants  had  been  approved. 

Forty-two  final  inspections  were  made  prior  to  the  works  being  certified 
as  having  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

The  number  of  grants  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Council  since  the 
inception  of  the  improvement  grants  scheme  is  three  hundred  and  nine  to 
the  value  of  £88,762. 

2.  VJATER  SUPPLIES 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  the  water  supplied  from  Craig-y-Pistyll  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  analyses.  The  results  of  these  analyses 
were  consistently  good. 

Applications  continued  to  be  received  from  farmers  for  consent  of  the 
Council  to  the  use  of  water  sources  on  their  lands  for  domestic  purposes. 
The  sources  were  analysed  and  investigated  prior  to  consent  being  given. 

The  numbers  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  as  follows 


There  were  extensions  to  the  Trisant  Water  Supply  Scheme  and  also 
Llanf ihangel-y-Cr euddyn . 

The  arrangement  whereby  water  samples  and  also  milk  and  ice  cream  samples 
were  analysed  at  the  laboratory  at  the  Aberystwyth  General  Hospital  came 
to  an  end  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These  samples  in  future  will  be  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen.  Our  appreciation  is  due 
to  Dr.  Sudds  and  her  staff  for  the  work  which  was  carried  out  so  efficiently 
at  the  Aberystwyth  Laboratory  for  many  years.

There  is  no  educational  activity  in  the  area  by  way  of  clean  food 
guilds  or  lectures  in  food  hygiene. 

4.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  is  now  sixty- 
one.  One  application  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  premises  did 
not  conform  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  I960. 

There  is  still  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  at  Esgair,  Llangwyryfon. 
Slaughtering  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  and  occasionally  calves  takes 
place  once  weekly.  This  licence  has  been  renewed  to  the  30th  June  1961 
so  as  to  enable  the  owner  to  carry  out  the  works  necessary  to  make  the 
premises  comply  with  the  construction  and  cruelty  regulations  made  under 
the  Slaughterhouses  Ret,  1958. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  burial  in  suitable  ground  at  the 
Councils  refuse  tips.  No  special  examination  of  a stock  or  a consign- 
ment of  food  was  found  to  be  necessary. 

5.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consump- 
tion was  found  to  be  possible.  The  quality  of  the  meat  continued  to  be 
excellent  and  no  generalized  disease  was  encountered  which  would  have 
merited  total  seizure  of  the  carcase  and  organs  of  the  affected  animals. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  given  in  the  statistical  section 
of  the  report. 

6.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

The  registration  of  milk  distributors  continued  to  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council  and  the  number  remained  at  twenty-one. 

The  renewal  of  Dealers’  Licences  for  the  sale  of  designated  milks, 
however,  was  transferred  by  regulation  to  the  County  Council  and  in 
future  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  issue  these  Licences 
to  Dealers. 

7.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1936. 

Sixty-one  complaints  of  statutory  nuisances  were  registered  and  investigated. 
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Most  of  these  nuisances  were  abated  by  means  of  preliminary  notices. 

One  statutory  notice  was  served  during  the  year.

In  fact,  preliminary  work  has  been  commenced  on  sewerage  schemes  to 
serve  the  villages  of  Borth,  Talybont  and  Taliesin.  The  village  of  Llandre 
was  excluded  from  the  Bow  Street  Scheme  in  1951  in  order  to  reduce  the 
capital  cost  of  the  scheme  to  a figure  which  would  ensure  its  approval 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Progress  was  made  on  the  construction  of  the  Llanbadarn  Fawr  Sewerage 
Scheme  and  the  section  from  Llangawsai  to  the  Vicarage  in  Llanbadarn  Fawr 
was  passed  as  satisfactory  and  was  accepted  by  the  Council.  Connections 
of  private  premises  can  now  be  made  to  this  section  of  sewer. 

9.  PREVENTION  OF  DhMLGE  BY  PESTS  „CT,  1949. 

Treatments  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice  continued  to  be  made 
at  private  dwellings.  Council  owned  properties  and  business  premises 
using  Warfarin  as  bait.

10.  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council's  direct  labour  refuse  collection  service  operated  very 
successfully  throughout  the  year  and  most  of  the  area  now  enjoys  the 
service  rendered  on  a weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly  basis. 

11.  SITES 

There  are  fifteen  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960  came  into  force 
during  the  year  and  all  the  sites  which  have  obtained  planning  permission 
are  to  be  granted  new  site  licences  under  the  Act.  Most  of  the  sites 
in  the  district  are  holiday  sites  but  one  or  two  sites  come  within  a 
mixed  category  of  holiday  and  residential.

The  number  of  factories  registered  in  the  district  is  fifty-seven.

13.  RENT  ACT , 1957 

One  application  was  received  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the 
Rent  Act,  1957.  This  was  granted  and  later  cancelled  on  completion 
of  the  repairs  by  the  landlord. 

14.  BUILDING  3YELANS 

Three  hundred  and  eighteen  plans  of  new  buildings  and  alterations  to 
existing  buildings  were  deposited  by  building  owners  and  examined  under 
the  Building  Byelaws.

Five  hundred  and  sixty  six  miscellaneous  inspections  were  made  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  the  Department.
